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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments, see p. 6-9, filed 11/05/10, with respect to 103(a) rejection of 
claims 1-9 and 13-18 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection 
of the claims has been withdrawn. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "at least two 
oscillators" must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new 
matter should be entered. The limitation is interpreted herein as to also include 
wherein the oscillators can be more than two, which is not shown in any of the 
drawings.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1, at the last line, the claim recites "value of said frequency". Previously, the 
claim recites "two or more frequencies", "the immediately previous frequency", "the 
next frequency", and "each frequency". By simply stating at the last line, "... said 
sequence is independent of the value of said frequency", it is unclear which 
frequency the limitation is referring to. The claim recites various terms that contain 
"frequency". Hence, it is unclear and indefinite of whether "said frequency" in the last 
line is referring back to recites "two or more frequencies", "the immediately previous 
frequency", "the next frequency", or "each frequency". 
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Regarding claim 16, the method claim appears to depend on an apparatus of claim 
1. It is unclear from the recitation of whether the applicants intend to claim an 
apparatus claim or a method claim. 

Regarding claims 17 and 18, its depending claims of 1 or 15 already recites an 
apparatus or a method of generating a clock signal. By simply reciting as claimed, it 
is unclear of what further limitations applicants intend to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 
Claim 15 is rejected as applied to claim 1, wherein claims 2-14 and 16-18 depend on 
claim 1 or 15. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Irving et al. US 6,522,698 B1 disclose a system comprising 
plurality of oscillators.
